Claims 1-51 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by (1) Watson et aL publication, Journal of Biological 
Chemislry, 1997, 272(21), 13597-13607; (2) Shaw et al. pubUcation, J. of Clinical Investigation, 2000,105(12), 1731-1740, also see CAS 
133:162827. 

Applicants claim a compound/composition of formula (I) in claim 1 as agents treating inflammatory disease. 
Watson et aL disclose a compound, see page 13603, Fig 6A, clearly anticipates the claimed compounds of formula (I), wherein the 
variable n is 3, me variable Bl, B2, or B3 independently represents oxygen (Le., O); the variable Al or A2 independently C=0, XI and 
X2 represent formula (II), and the variable m is 1 or 15, and the variable Z is W-CR"- when m is 1 of -A2-X2- of formula (I), and W is 
O, R is hydroxy, or Z is hydrogen when m is 15 of-Al-Xl- of formula (I), the variable Rl, R* 1, R2, R3, R'3, Ra, R'a, Rb, or R b 
independently represent hydrogen; the variable Y represents phosphoryl choline. 

Shaw et aL disclose a compound 3,5,9-tricixa-4-phosphapentacosan-l-aminum, 7-[(l,5-dioxopenryI)oxy]-^hydroxy-N^,N" 
trimemyl-10-oxo, clearly anticipates the claimed compounds of formula (I), wherein the variable n is 3, the variable Bl, B2, or B3 
independently represents oxygen (Le., O); the variable Al or A2 independently CO, XI and X2 represent formula (II), and the variable 
m is 1 or 15, and the variable Z is W-CR"- whenm is 1 of-A2-X2- of formula (I), and W is O, R" is hydrogen; or Z is hydrogen when n 
is 15 of-Al-Xl- of formula (1), the variable Rl, R' 1, R2, R3, R*3, Ra, R'a, Rb, or R'b independently represent hydrogen; the variable Y 
represents phosphoryl choline.
